The  Care  of  Ferns 

A simple  rule  to  observe  in  watering  ferns  is  to  water 
thoroughly  when  soil  is  dry.  If  by  rapping  with  knuckles 
on  the  container  near  base  and  top  produces  a hollow 
sound  the  soil  is  dry.  Submerge  entire  container  in  a 
basin  of  water,  until  soil  is  thoroughly  soaked.  Constant 
steady  watering  often  soaks  top  layer  only  and  causes 
stagnant  sour  soil.  Opportunity  must  be  given  for  drying 
out  after  each  watering  to  keep  soil  sweet  and  pure. 

Should  your  fern  be  attacked  with  a scale  or  fungus 
disease,  secure  Whale  Oil  Soap  (from  your  druggist)  and 
make  a solution  of  14  pound  to  2 gallons  of  water  and 
wet  foliage  thoroughly.  This  can  best  be  done  after 
the  fern  has  been  laid  on  its  side.  Immediately  after 
this  has  been  done,  cover  entire  plant  with  cloth  to  keep 
the  fumes  in  and  prevent  evaporation. 

To  keep  ferns  growing  and  in  good  condition  fertilizer 
is  necessary.  Ferns  as  well  as  other  plants  should  be 
repotted.  March  and  April  are  the  best  months  in  which 
to  do  this.

Suggestions  for  Growing  Roses 


When  Shipment  Is  Received  ^ec'^eiUd 

it  is  well  to  give  careful  attention  to  the  protection 
of  the  roots  until  they  are  planted.  Drying  of  the 
roots  by  winds  is  fatal.  Dipping  the  roots  in  a thin  slushy 
mud  is  an  advantage  and  which  thoroughly  protects  the 
roots  from  the  air.  When  setting  the  plants  in  the  ground 
see  that  the  soil  is  firmed  about  them  well  and  protect 
the  plants  from  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  for  a couple  of 
days.  When  own  root  pot  plants  are  purchased,  with  full 
ball  of  earth  .protection  from  the  sun  is  not  wholly  neces- 
sary. Water  thoroughly  after  you  have  made  the  plant- 
ing then  cultivate  regularly. 

Planting  and  the  Soil  SiVlftiS 

right  manner  to  secure  any  degree  of  success.  They 
should  never  be  planted  where  they  will  be  shaded  too 
much.  Under  trees  is  no  place  for  them,  nor  among  shrub- 
bery. The  best  place  is  in  a well-drained  part  of  the  gar- 
den where  they  will  get  the  sun  during  the  whole  morning 
and  partly  in  the  afternoon.  The  Rose,  as  well  as  all 
other  plants,  must  have  plenty  of  sun  in  order  to  produce 
flowers,  and  this  fact  should  never  be  lost  sight  of  in 
planting.  Naturally  damp,  soggy  ground  should  never  be 
selected  for  planting,  a well-drained  soil  being  neces- 
sary. If  the  soil  is  inclined  to  be  poor,  the  addition  of 
some  well-rotted  cow  or  horse  manure  will  be  of  great 
benefit.  The  plants  should  be  set  from  one  to  two  feet 
apart.  Plants  set  out  with  cramped  roots  never  do  as 
well  as  those  having  plenty  of  root  room.

Should  spring  and  summer  prove  dry, 
syringing  of  the  foliage  of  the  plants 
and  watering  of  the  soil  regularly  is  necessary.  The 
ground  around  all  newly-planted  Roses  should  be  well 
saturated  once  a week.  Diluted  liquid  manure  can  be 
used  when  the  plants  have  become  well  established. 


Fertilizing 


The  Rose  is  a very  gross  feeder,  and 
will  consequently  require  a liberal  sup- 
ply of  manure.  The  best  manure  is  unquestionably  farm- 
yard manure.  In  light  soils  cow  or  pig  manure  will  do. 
In  heavy  soils,  stable  manure,  with  the  addition  of  cow  or 


pig  manure — and,  if  procurable,  some  leaf  soil — is  the 
htst,  as  this  helps  to  lighten  the  soil  and  keep  it  open. 
In  all  cases  the  manure  should  be  well  decomposed,  as 
fresh  manure  will  burn  the  roots. 


Insects 


Insects  are  divided  into  two  classes.  First,  the 
chewing,  gnawing  and  biting’insects;  and  sec- 


ond. sucking  insects.  Those  of  the  first  class  eat  the 
foliage  or  fruits,  or  gnaw  off  the  stems  and  flowers  of 
the  plant.  Whether  they  are  bugs,  worms,  caterpillars,  or 
slugs,  they  are  best  destroyed  by  some  poison  applied 
on  the  surface  of  their  food  plants,  as  Paris  Green  or 
Hellebore.  If  for  any  reason  it  is  not  deemed  safe  to  use 
these  poisons,  Pyrethrum  (Persian  Insect  Powder),  which 
you  can  purchase  at  your  drug  store,  or  tobacco,  in  some 
form  should  be  used.  Those  insects  classed  under  the 
sucking  insects,  such  as  Scale,  Green  and  Red  Spider  and 
Mealy  Bugs,  must  be  killed  by  insecticides,  which  are 
either  irritants  and  which  produce  death  by  coming  in 
bodily  contact  with  the  pest,  or  substances  that  close  up 
the  breathing  pores  and  produces  suffocation. 

The  Fungoid  Diseases  that  bother  Rose  Plants  are 
mildew,  which  shows  itself  in  a white  powdery  ac- 
cumulation on  the  leaves  caused  by  sudden  changes 
of  temperature,  by  watering  just  before  night,  by  too 


little  water,  by  extreme  dryness,  by  poor  drainage. 


or  a deficiency  in  plant  food.  Sulphur  powder  or  pre- 


pared fungicides,  the  remedy.  Black  Spot,  or  Leaf  Blight, 


showing  itself  in  black  spots  is  caused  by  reasons  similar 


to  those  bringing  about  mildew.  Picking  off  all  affected 
leaves  and  spraying  with  prepared  fungicides  the  remedy.

A 1 uiiiiig  their  productive  power,  and  also  to  help  the 
shapely  appearance  of  the  plant.  Generally  speaking,  the 
work  is  done  in  the  early  spring  just  before  the  growing 
season.  All  weak  and  old  scraggy  growth  of  years  pre- 
vious should  be  cut,  and  old  growth  that  has  bloomed 
a year  or  more  before.  With  old-fashioned  Roses,  such 
as  Dorothy  Perkins,  etc.,  which  flower  on  the  old  wood 
of  previous  seasons’  growth  (similar  to  the  hardy  shrubs), 
the  pruning  should  be  done  right  after  the  flowering  sea- 
son.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  SOWING  FLOWER  SEED 


Most  cases  of  failure  of  seeds  to  come  up  are  due  to 
unsuitable  soil  conditions.  It  is  mechanically  impossi- 
ble that  young  seedlings  can  send  their  shoots  upwards 
through  soil  which  is  hard  and  packed,  neither  can  tender 
rootlets  pierce  downward  in  such  soil.  The  result  is  an 
abortive  effort  to  grow.  So  let  the  soil,  either  in  the 
cold  frame,  or  the  permanent  bed,  be  well  dug  and  pul- 
verized. Fine  soil  should  be  sifted  on  top  to  at  least  an 
inch  in  depth,  and  if  heavy  clayey,  lightened  with  sand. 
Smooth  down  the  surface  with  a piece  of  board  about  8 
in.  square,  to  the  center  of  which  a small  block  has  been 
nailed  to  hold  on  by.  Then  with  a pointed  stick  mark 
out  the  rows,  letting  them  run  the  narrow  way  of  the 
frame  or  box.  Stick  in  a name  label  at  the  end  of  each 
row,  and  then  drop  the  seeds  in  a little  pinch  at  a time, 
taking  care  to  spread  it  so  that  it  does  not  lie  in  lumps. 

Very  small  seed  should  be  sown  broadcast  on  a square 
space,  and  the  label  stuck  in  the  center.  Sow  large 
seeds  one  by  one.  an  inch  apart.  Sift  earth  over  all 
to  cover  them  as  deep  as  twice  their  diameter,  and  then 
press  down  firmly  again  with  the  board.  Hard  shell  seeds 
like  Moon  Vines,  Gannas,  etc.,  should  be  soaked  in  water 
24  hours  to  soften,  then  cut  a small  nick  in  the  seed  with 
a pocket  knife,  before  planTing.  Lay  'dVer  the  bed  a piece 
of  thin  cotton  cloth,  and  water  with  a fine  spray.  When 
the  seeds  come  up,  remove  the  cloth.  After  this  do  not 


let  the  sqil  dry  out,  and  raise  the  sash  or  pane  of  glass, 
as  the  case  may  be,  to  admit  air  on  warm  days.  Seed-sow- 
ing in  permanent  beds  is  accomplished  in  the  same  way, 
but  of  course  is  not  done  until  March,  with  some  excep- 
tions already  noted.  Note  that  when  seeds  are  sown 
out-doors  they  should  be  covered  more  deeply  than  if 
sown  indoors  or  under  glass.  Cover  to  fully  three  times 
the  diameter  of  the  seed.  Some  gardeners  lacking  a cold 
frame  plant  all  their  annuals  outdoors  about  March  10th, 
in  a temporary  seed-bed  located  along  a south  wall,  and 
protected  from  the  sun  by  a strip  of  cloth  three  feet 
wide  and  as  long  as  the  bed.  This  is  nailed  on  four  feet 
slats  placed  about  three  feet  apart.  One  of  the  ends  of  the 
slats  is  stuck  in  the  ground,  and  the  other  rests  in  a 
leaning  position  against  the  wall.  Also  use  this  on  cold 
nights.  Prepare  the  soil,  and  sow  the  seed  in  the  same 
way  as  in  a cold  frame,  but  a trifle  deeper.  Transplant 
to  permanent  beds  when  three  true  leaves  show. 

Transplanting  from  Cold  Frames  or  Window  Boxes— 
This  is  done  after  all  danger  of  frost.  Water  the  seed- 
lings and  also  the  ground  thej^  are  to  be  transplanted  to, 
the  day  before,  so  that  soil  conditions  are  equal.  Sepa- 
rate the  seedlings  with  a sharp  stick,  and  if  they  are 
growing  thickly  together  place  a clump  of  them  in  water 
to  soften  the  soil.  Transplant  when  2 or  3 “true”  leaves 
appear.

It  has  been  popu- 
larly supposed  that  a stand  of  Bermuda  Grass  cannot  be 
obtained  from  seed,  and  planting  by  roots  has  been 
recommended  and  generally  practiced  throughout  the 
South.  This  is  wrong,  as,  if  good  seed  is  obtained,  there 
is  no  trouble  in  getting  a stand,  and  the  cost  of  seeding 
in  comparison  to  sodding  is  trifling.  The  seed  should  be 
sown  in  February,  March  or  April,  at  the  rate  of  8 to  10 
pounds  per  acre.  A rainy  or  damp  day  is  best  time  to 
sow.  Prepare  the  land  well,  getting  it  into  as  fine  condi- 
tion as  possible,  and  make  a good,  firm  seed-bed.  As  the 
seed  is  small,  it  should  be  lightly  covered;  a roller  is 
preferable,  or,  if  this  cannot  be  obtained,  use  a brush 
harrow  and  cover  the  seed  very  lightly.  They  will  lay 
dormant  possibly  thirty  days  in  the  ground  until  proper 
time  to  germinate.  It  is  now  well  known  that  there  is 
much  adulteration  of  Bermuda  Grass,  by  mixing  other 
seeds  with  them,  that  have  the  same  appearance  to  the 
naked  eye.  There  are  many  cases  where  purchasers  thought 
they  could  not  obtain  a stand  of  this  valuable  grass, 
when,  in  fact,  what  they  had  sown  contained  only  a small 
per  cent  of  genuine  Bermuda  Grass.
